Washington, July 1 — (UP) — 


Franklin 
Delano 
Roosevelt 
was 


eulogized today as a greal war- 
time leader who worked for a new 
world of peace while guiding the 
nation to assured victory. 


John G. Winant, wartime ambas- 


sador to Great Britain, told Con- 
gress at a solemn memorial cere- 
mony lhal the late president was 
"brave, steadfast, one who dared 
to set the facts, to face them and 
to act: one who 
believed, 
who 
hoped." 


His audience in the House cham- 


ber included 
President 
Truman, 


Mrs. Eleanor Roijsevelt, widow of 
the late president, members of the 
Ropstvelt cabinet a"nd other high 
officials in the wartime adminis- 
tration. 


Congress suspended its 
official 


laclivilies, including work on the 
crilical price control situation, to 
pay homage to Mr. Roosevelt. 


"Whatever verdict history writes 


down." Winant. the principal speak- 
er, said, "this much we know who 
knew him — lhal he was a man. 


"God give us hearl and will to 


lake Ihis country as he left it — 
not only powerful, not only rich, 
but young and confident and be- 
lieving and strong. God give us 
hearl and will to take Ihis nation 
forward as he meant to take it to 
a new, more daring future, a new 
world of peace." 


Before the ceremonies began at 


noon, the marine band gave a con- 
ceit in the speaker's lobby outside 
the House cnamber. Robert Mer- 
rill ,of the New York Mctropolilan 
opera, later sang some of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's favorite hymns

Head injuries increase 
as the 


•accident toll rises. 
The success 


of modern head injury treatment 
depends upon (he '-o-opei-atinn of 
the patient's 
family and, as he 


becomes conscious, of me puiieui 
himself. 


Experience acquired by the mil- 
itary services during the war has 
produced more 
effective 
means 


of treating head injuries and of 
predicting their outcome. 


The scalp, skull, or bra:n may 


be involved in a head injury, ' 


Scalp wounds, 
while they ap- 
pear serious at 
the time of the 


accident, heal more readily than 
do injured tissues elsewhere in the 
body. The lack of scalp 'sensation 
which follows a injury has a ten- 
dency to disappear (severe com- 
plicating infections do occur in oc- 
casional cases, however). 


The base of the skull is the easi- 
est portion to fracture, since the 
dome is more elastic. When a piece 
of broken skull bone separates and 
presses on the brain", it is neces- 
sary to operate 'n order to lift the 
piece up. In penetrating injuries 
of the skull and brain, the foreign 
material which is introduced must 
be removed before healing 
will 
occur. 
B R A I N I N J U R I E S SERIOUS 


Brain injuries are the most se- 


rious variety 
of 
head trauma, 


whether the skull is fractured 
or 


not. 
The injury may result in a 


jar (concussion), swelling 
(ede- 


ma i, bleeding (hemorrhage), or a 
tear. 


In concussion. 
the patient is 
temporarily rendered unconscious/ 
On recovery, he may vomit, com- 
plain of dizziness, and feel shaky 
for a time, then snap out of it. 


In more extensive 
injuries 
oT 
the brain, consciousness 
returns 
more 
slowly, requiring hours, 


clays, or WCCKS. Many victims 01 
head 
injuries arc able to 
feed 
themselves, carry on a conversa- 
tion, and drive a car without re- 
membering anything. Keep close 
watch over those who have sus- 
tained head 
injuries, to prevent 


further accidents. 


In addition to 
brain damage, 


the nerves which are 
attached to 


the base of the brain may be in- 
jured, resulting in difficulty with 
vision, hearing, or 
moving 
the 
muscles of tho face. 
EXPERT NURSING. NEEDED 


Head injury patients 
require 
expert 
nursing 
care. 
In the 


early stages, treatment 
of shock 


may be more important than di- 
rect care of the head injury. 


The victim 
of a head injury 


should 
be moved 
carefully, 
to 


avoid further injury. He should be 
kept in bed until all signs of in- 
creased pressure in the skull have 
disappeared, .as this is 
the best 


way to combat the headache and 
dizziness which develop if the pa- 
tient gets up too soon. 


Ice bags placed on the head are 


soothing, but sedatives should be 
UE-ed with great caution. Patients 
may move about in bed while still 
unconscious, but they should not 
be allowed to pet out of bed. 


The result of a head injury de- 
pends upon the amount of perma- 
nent brain damage sustained. Mili- 
tary 
experience indicates that 


many mental changes 
which fol- 


low head injuries eventually dis- 
appear under rehabilitation man- 
agement.

Head injuries increase 
as the 


•accident toll rises. 
The success 


of modern head injury treatment 
depends upon (he '-o-opei-atinn of 
the patient's 
family and, as he 


becomes conscious, of me puiieui 
himself. 


Experience acquired by the mil- 
itary services during the war has 
produced more 
effective 
means 


of treating head injuries and of 
predicting their outcome. 


The scalp, skull, or bra:n may 


be involved in a head injury, ' 


Scalp wounds, 
while they ap- 
pear serious at 
the time of the 


accident, heal more readily than 
do injured tissues elsewhere in the 
body. The lack of scalp 'sensation 
which follows a injury has a ten- 
dency to disappear (severe com- 
plicating infections do occur in oc- 
casional cases, however). 


The base of the skull is the easi- 
est portion to fracture, since the 
dome is more elastic. When a piece 
of broken skull bone separates and 
presses on the brain", it is neces- 
sary to operate 'n order to lift the 
piece up. In penetrating injuries 
of the skull and brain, the foreign 
material which is introduced must 
be removed before healing 
will 
occur. 
B R A I N I N J U R I E S SERIOUS 


Brain injuries are the most se- 


rious variety 
of 
head trauma, 


whether the skull is fractured 
or 


not. 
The injury may result in a 


jar (concussion), swelling 
(ede- 


ma i, bleeding (hemorrhage), or a 
tear. 


In concussion. 
the patient is 
temporarily rendered unconscious/ 
On recovery, he may vomit, com- 
plain of dizziness, and feel shaky 
for a time, then snap out of it. 


In more extensive 
injuries 
oT 
the brain, consciousness 
returns 
more 
slowly, requiring hours, 


clays, or WCCKS. Many victims 01 
head 
injuries arc able to 
feed 
themselves, carry on a conversa- 
tion, and drive a car without re- 
membering anything. Keep close 
watch over those who have sus- 
tained head 
injuries, to prevent 


further accidents. 


In addition to 
brain damage, 


the nerves which are 
attached to 


the base of the brain may be in- 
jured, resulting in difficulty with 
vision, hearing, or 
moving 
the 
muscles of tho face. 
EXPERT NURSING. NEEDED 


Head injury patients 
require 
expert 
nursing 
care. 
In the 


early stages, treatment 
of shock 


may be more important than di- 
rect care of the head injury. 


The victim 
of a head injury 


should 
be moved 
carefully, 
to 


avoid further injury. He should be 
kept in bed until all signs of in- 
creased pressure in the skull have 
disappeared, .as this is 
the best 


way to combat the headache and 
dizziness which develop if the pa- 
tient gets up too soon. 


Ice bags placed on the head are 


soothing, but sedatives should be 
UE-ed with great caution. Patients 
may move about in bed while still 
unconscious, but they should not 
be allowed to pet out of bed. 


The result of a head injury de- 
pends upon the amount of perma- 
nent brain damage sustained. Mili- 
tary 
experience indicates that 


many mental changes 
which fol- 


low head injuries eventually dis- 
appear under rehabilitation man- 
agement.

Said Better 


Than Penicillin

San Francisco ,July 5 — (IP\— A 


new non-poisonous killer of disease 
germs, described by ils sponsors 
ds potentially greater than pcnicil- 
hn, was introduced lo Ihe medical 
profession today. 


In test tubes il will kill or pre- 


vent the growth of more kinds of 
dangerous germs than penicillin, 
f,m°ng them tuberculosis, tetanus 
the deadly and elusive gas bacil- 
{us, tynhoid, dynscntcry, diphther- 
ia, syphilis gonorrhea and the or- 
ganisms which cause blood poison- 
ing, 
rheumatic fever and boils. 


A preliminary report on its ef- 
fectiveness in skin diseases, made 
before the American Medical As- 
sociation by Dr. John G. Downing 
and Dr. Millard C. Hanson cf Bos- 
ton, 
said their results 
generally 
were beller lhan with penicillin. 


The drug is made from an ex- 


tract of oat hulls compounded with 
various other chemicals. The basic 
subslance is furacin and the com- 
pounds are called nitrofurans. The 
Eaton laboratories, Norwich N Y 
manufacturer of 
the 
substances! 
thus far have made about 250 dif- 
ferent furacin compounds, only a 
few of which have been tried thus 
far. All are polenlial germ fight-

Two big 
tests remain to be made before 
their value in internal medicine can 
be finally delermined. 


These lesls are first, the deter- 
mination of the amounts of 
the 


drugs necessary for a dose against 
each infection, and second, wheth- 
er they will produce any undesir- 
able reactions in the patient. It is 
too early yet for the experts 
to 
answer these questions. 


Dr. Downing told an AMA meet- 


ing thai he and Dr. Hanson had 
treated 212 cases of skin infection 
with nitrofuran; that it was suc- 
cessful in aboul 75 percent of them 
and thai Ihe patients showed fewer 
undesirable reactions than would 
have been the case had penicillin 
been used. 


Despite ils effectiveness 'when 


administered in solution internally, 
one of penicillin's drawbacks has 
been its tendency to cause reactions 
when applied directly on- surface 
infections. 


Dr. Downing said the 212 cases 


included ulcer, impetigo and 
an 


assortment of other infections. He 
said Ihe preliminary results indi- 
cated that the drug performed bet- 
ter than penicillin in surface Ireal- 
ment but lhal more lime would be 
required lo make a precise evalua- 
lion.

but Sen. Robert A. Taft insisted 
that debate be delayed until Mon- 
day. 


Sen. John H. Overlon, D., La., 


a member of the appropriations 
committee, objected 
to Bridges' 
request to sidetrack the OPA ap- 
propriation. He said OPA should
